Minnesota Fair Has 
Hich History 


The Minnesota State Fair Speedway is 
well-known for attracting excellent drivers 
from across the country, but hometown 
favorites have always held a special place in 
the hearts of --т : 
race fans. | 

Many well- 
known drivers 
from around 
the Twin Cities 
metro area 
sped around 
the State Fair's 
one-half mile 
track, including 
two local 
drivers who 
shared more 
than success. eer «ee. 
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They 

share the 

same first — 
name; Jerry. Jerry Daniels 


Jerry “Scratch” Daniels and Jerry Richert 
were both leaders in the field, often compet- 
ing against each other in the 1950s and ’60s. 
In fact, they became such a common sight on 
the race track together that other drivers 
dubbed them the “Minnesota Twins.” 

Jerry “Scratch” Daniels began racing in 
1955 when he was only 15 years old—too 
young to legally drive on the streets. His first 
race was at the Stillwater Speedway in 
Gopher State Racing Competition. Daniels 
was one member of a team of drivers who 
alternated racing events, sharing the same 
Car. 

He continued to race local tracks until 
1961, when IMCA (International Motor Club 
Association) driver Ted Ready broke his leg. 
Unable to compete, Ready offered his sprint 
car to Daniels. Daniels completed the season 
for Ready, and even finished a respectable 
second place to Richert in South Dakota.

И was while racing оп the | МСА circuit that 
Daniels struck racing success at the 
Minnesota State Fair in 1963. His extraordi- 
nary weekend began on a Friday when he 
out-qualified more than 50 other drivers. 
Then, on Saturday, he ran away with the 20- 
lap feature race after starting in the back row. 
On Sunday, Daniels again amazed the 
crowds by winning that дауз race only three- 
fourths of a lap in front of Sonny Helms. 
Daniels nailed his third straight competition 
on Monday, while also taking eight seconds 
off the track record. Daniels said his success 
at the 63 State Fair was particularly special 
for him because it was the last year the fair 
hosted dirt track racing. In 1964 the State Fair 
paved its race track and ended it's 56 year 
run of dirt track racing. 

In 1965 Daniels switched from IMCA to 
the USAC (United States Auto Club) circuit in 
order to compete against a new crop of dri- 
vers and try out some of the bigger tracks 
across the country. 

"My greatest accomplishment in racing 
was running USAC and driving champion 
cars against the great drivers of the day. It 
was a real honor and privilege," said Daniels. 

He won his first USAC feature race on 
April 30, 1967. Racing for car owners Jack 
Colvin and Don Shepherd, he completed the 
season in eighth place. 

Changes were in store for Daniels during 
the 1968 season. He lost his sprint car ride at 
Terre Haute when he was running third and 
his brakes went out. He hung back, afraid to 
crash into the car in front of him, but the car's 
owner, Don Shepherd, was angry at his 
actions. When Daniels got out of the car, he 
and Shepherd got into a fight and Daniels 
punched him. Despite the fact that he and 
Shepherd tried to smooth things over, Daniels 
opted to race for other owners. 

Daniels last racing season was 1969. On 
Labor Day, Daniels was racing in Boston and 
called home after completing the race to dis- 
cover his brother, race car driver Don "Itch" 
Daniels, had gone over the fence at the 
Huron Speedway and was severely injured. 
Daniels rushed to be by his brother's side. Six 
months later, Don had recovered, but 
"Scratch" Daniels never went back to racing.

"| wanted to race for a living, but | realized 
| couldn't quite make it as my only profession, 
so | decided to go home and spend time with 
my family," said Daniels. 

On many occasions over the years, 
Daniels closest competitor was another 
Minnesota-born racer; Jerry Richert. Richert 
was born in Lakeland, Minn. in 1932 and 
began his racing career on horses at his fami- 
ly's farm. As a teenager, his racing bug 
evolved from horses to cars. He began racing 
cars when he was 16 and he was only 18 
years old when he won six straight features at 
a track in Winona. From 1950 to 1958 Richert 
learned the art of race car driving at local 
tracks in Winona, the Twin Cities and 
Stillwater. He also learned how to maintain 
his vehicle through the help of a local garage 
in Forest Lake. 
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Driver Jerry Richert , Forest Lake MN, had the fastest car in the 1969 trials, setting a six mile 
record in qualifying with this McDonald Offy. Other drivers that have been behind the wheel of 
this Offy were Harry Kern, Bill McDonald, Howard Van Ness, and Jim Hurtubise 


By 1960, Richert was dominating many 
tracks throughout the midwest. During that 
year, Earl Wood, a Winona businessman, 
hired Richert to drive a 1934 Ford Coupe 
(nicknamed "The Wreck of Old") that brought 
him continued success on the track. His wins 
at the Minnesota State Fair Speedway, cou- 
pled with his strengths at other tracks, led him 
to capture the IMCA national championship in 
1961, '64, '65, '66 and '68. 

"| liked the Minnesota track because it was 
one of the best dirt tracks around," said 
Richert. "It was one of my favorites. The jam- 
packed crowds were always a thrill to see." 

Richert's success in the '60s could be par- 
tially attributed to his new Offenhauser, 
owned by Bill McDonald. The Offies were the 
dominant engine of the day, giving racers 
more power and speed than ever with four- 
cylinders. The combination of the new engine, 
along with Richert's driving skills, led him to 
his first IMCA grand championship in 1961 at 
Lakeside Stadium in Kansas City, Mo. and 
later that month he won four feature races at 
the Minnesota State Fair. The Offenhauser 
brought Richert success until the end of the 
1963 season. 

Richert began racing a new Chevrolet 
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sprinter at the opening of the 1964 season. 
After many successful runs on Midwest 
tracks, he won the 1964 IMCA total-points 
championship. Richert switched to a short 
stint on the USAC circuit in the spring of 
1965, but quickly returned to the IMCA due to 
poor performances at USAC tracks. 

Richert continued racing IMCA tracks until 
1986, when he suffered a bad crash on a 
Sioux Falls track. Richert was taken to a local 
hospital, but was released later that evening 
with bruises and cuts, but no serious injuries. 

"| decided to get out of racing partially due 
to the accident at Sioux Falls, but also 
because the cost of racing had gotten too 
high if you didn't have a great sponsor,” said 
Richert. 

Richert still resides in Forest Lake and 
hasn't stepped in a race car since his 1986 
accident. He was, however, inducted into the 
Sprint Car Hall of Fame in 1991 at the Marion 
County Fair in Knoxville, Ky. 

Jerry "Scratch" Daniels and Jerry Richert 
may no longer compete at the Minnesota 
State Fair Speedway, but their legacy contin- 
ues to inspire local drivers hoping to match 
the success that the two drivers accom- 
plished during their careers.

Hansen Wins 1997 
Miller 300 


Scott Hansen for the second time in his racing career has 
the privilege of ringing the Minnesota fair victory bell. 


ST. PAUL, MN, September 1--Tony Raines had 
the dominant car, but quick work brought Scott 
Hansen his first American Speed Association win in 
over a year in the Miller 300 in the 1997 Minnesota 
State Fair race. 

Hansen, in the Schrader Racing Teams Chevrolet, 
started third in the 34-car field and quickly grabbed the 
lead from pole sitter Mike Eddy on the third lap, but 
Eddy returned the favor on lap 14 and paced the field 
until lap 79. 

Raines, the 1996 Series champion, struggled dur- 
ing qualifying and started shot-gun in the field. 

Following the first round of pit stops, veteran Dick 
Trickle took the lead followed by Steve Carlson, 
Raines, Eddy and Gary St. Amant. | 

Trickle led until lap 87 when Raines was able to 
get underneath coming off the second corner. For the 
next 79 laps Raines drove away from most of the field 
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during a 95-lap green flag segment, with only Hansen 
remaining on the lead lap when the next caution flag 
waved. 

Hansen's crew got him out first, chased by Raines, 
Joe Nott, Kevin Cywinski and Butch Miller. 

By lap 172 Raines was back in front when the fifth 
caution flag waved on lap 192 for a spin by Billy Turner 
on the back straight. 

Once again Hansen beat Raines out of the pits, 
with Paul Paine running third, following by Kevin 
Cywinski and Joe Nott.

Over the next 70 laps Hansen extended his lead 
over Raines, with St. Amant moving into third, follow- 
ing by Carlson and Nott. 

The final caution flag waved on lap 272 when 
Turner again spun on the back straight, but none of 
the leaders elected to pit for fresh tires. The caution 
period was extended when a member of Harold Fair's 
crew was hit by another car on pit road. 

The finish of the Miller 300 before a near capacity 
crowd turned into a 12-lap shootout. Raines closed on 
Hansen's rear bumper but was not able to complete 
the final pass. 

At the checkered Hansen beat Raines by .199-

second, with rookie of the year contender Carlson 
coming home third, followed by Nott and Bob 
Senneker. 

"This win really feels good," Hansen said, sur- 
rounded by his two daughters. "I didn't think this victo- 
ry would ever come.

"This is the hardest race in the world. The car сап 
be real good and then real bad. 

"On that last caution Turner spun in front of me 
and | flat-spotted the left front tire. The car developed а 
bad vibration and we just wore out the tire. | knew 
Tony (Raines) was coming, but that long caution peri- 
od helped." Hansen collected $11,880 for his win. 

Raines, in only his third ASA start of 1997, had 
scored a win at Jennerstown and a third in the season- 
opening race at Southern National Speedway. He said 
he needed a few more laps at the end. 

"During the first pit stop we changed rear tires, 
which was the right move to make," he said. "We ran 
as fast as we could. If there had been a few more laps, 
| think | could have gotten past Scott (Hansen). | really 
wanted to ring that victory bell." 

Carlson said his car was strong for the second 
week in a row. 

"That long green stretch early in the race really 
hurt us," he said. "When we pitted we should have 
changed the rear tires, like Tony (Raines) did. This 
track was hard on rear tires. 

"On the second stop we did change the rear tires 
and the car was really fast." 

For his fourth place run after starting 16th, Nott 
was awarded the Wynn's "Wynn'ing" move after 
replacing crew chief Chris Bradley during the week. 

"We didn't do much differently this week," Nott 
said. "We separated as friends, so l'm sure Chris 
(Bradley) is glad we had a good run. The key today 
was taking care of our tires and having a good set-up."

THE ROOKIES 


The word "rookie" is sometimes a misleading term when it 
is used in racing. A driver could have raced for many years 
in other venues, but can still be considered a newcomer. In 
ASA you have to declare that you are running for the Pat 
Schauer Memorial Rookie Award and run at least seven 
races before you lose the right to call yourself a rookie. 
Some of the rookies in the following article tell about their 
careers in their own words. 


Tim Taylor 

| started running go karts when | was 13 and origi- 
nally started running with my dad, he ran figure 8 cars 
and late models and ended up running ASA and he got 
in a bad accident in Berlin, Michigan, and that halted 
him. So he put me in the go-karts when | was 13 and 
ran go-karts for six years, won championships and set 
track records and moved on to figure 8 cars to get a lit- 
tle experience of the closeness of racing and the 
bumping. When | was 16 we went to Salem and 
Winchester in a late model. That series folded after a 
year so we went on to run the modified series and the 
first year we got їп halfway through the season and 
the next sea- 
son we ran 
only four or 
races, 
we weren't 
familiar with 
it. Then we 
ran a season 
of I-CAR 
and won six 
of the 18 
races, got six 
track records 
in it and we 
attempted to 
run ASA last year to try and move up a little bit but the 
motor program didn't work out for us so we stopped at 
seven races and decided to try again this year with the 
help of sponsorship. We continued to run the modified 
off and on last year and once the ASA deal folded, we

ran the Jasper/I-CAR modified full time and ended up 
winning 13 of the 18 races and held nine track records. 
So we kinda got pushed away. We kinda wanted to get 
away anyway, 

So we're trying this ASA thing again this year. Our 
motor program hasn't worked out too good so far this 
year but it can only get better, | hope. 

I'm married to Tracy, I've got three kids - two sons, 
6 and 3, and a daughter who is 5 months. They're 
home, they support me. She stays at home with the 
kids while | work on the car. They go to some of the 
races that are close. Probably end up getting my son 
into go-karts eventually once he gets little bit older. 

After ASA, l'd like to try and move up into the 
(NASCAR) trucks or Busch, and eventually NASCAR 
(Winston Cup). Га like to move up slowly and get some 
experience with them, like we have with ASA and | 
wouldn't mind trying to run at the Indy 500 once in the 
IRL car. That's been my primary goal my whole career 
although my dad kinda pushed me away from that. We 
intended to go to a midget after the modified and | got 
him talked into buying one and we went and practiced 
it. Ran fairly well, but before we could get to the first 
race, he ended up buying an ASA car to get me away 
from (the midget) and we ended up running ASA. | 
plan on trying to maybe do it in the future if the oppor- 
tunity is there. 

JQ: You're at the bottom of the points list right now 
against some pretty heavy competition. Do you think 
you'll be able to make some headway there? 

Tim: | think so. The majority of them had good luck 
so far, We've had nothing but bad luck and as the year 
progresses, our luck will turn around. | don't wish it on 
them, but I think they'll have some bad luck and it may 
help us catch up a bit. Not so sure about catching up to 
the point of winning the rookie of the year, but | think 
we'll be in the fight for it by the end of the year. We've 
got our motor program straightened out somewhat 
compared to what it was. We've switched people and 
the guy we're working with right now, Bill Glidden, he's 
really helping us a lot the last couple of weeks. 
Something new. | think it will take him a little time to 
get used to it just like it's taking us. All but two of our 
crew are rookies to this type of racing. My crew chief, 
Joe, was with Skillman for four or five years so he a lit- 
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Пе БИ of experience with it, and Jack Urvine (ИВ 
Machine) he's been around for quite a while, he does 
the tires for me, so we've got a little bit of knowledge. | 
think the motor program's hurt us the most. l've got 
rookie tire changers and jackmen but they seem to 
grab ahold of it real well. They're really athletic and 
enjoy doing it so | think they caught on to it real well. 


JIMMIE JOHNSON 


Grew up in Е! Cajon, CA, east of San Diego about 
10-15 minutes, out in the foot hills, got two younger 
brothers, Jerod who is 19 and Jesse who is 9 years 
old. My mom, Kathy, a school bus driver, and my dad, 
Gary. who works for B.F.Goodrich. He buffs tires for 
them at the

Got beatup so many times, crashing, by the age of 13 
or 14 my mom and dad couldn't stand it anymore, see- 
ing me tore up. | had knee surgery for my eighth birth- 
day (have a little 'zipper' on my knee). They got me off 
the bikes. My dad had been a mechanic on a local late 
model car and from there he was a crew chief that ran 
the Mickey Thomson stadium series. Just from being in 
the pits from watching and being involved, we got to 
know different people and my dad got to know the B.F. 
Goodrich people real well and they had a lot of influ- 
ence on teams and stuff. He then started working for 
B.F. Goodrich after about five years and he ran around 
the pits. B.F. Goodrich got me an opportunity to test

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with Nature's Recipe Pet Foods. They had a five-car 
Super Light program. Got me a test and the test went 
well. They let me go to the first race and the first race | 
finished second and they said "Okay, you're on for the 
year." So that's where | got my start - the stadium 
super lights. 

That led to the SCORE Off Road Series. From run- 
ning the stadium series, Rick Johnson came in with the 
new Chevrolet truck under Nelson and Nelson Racing. 
John Nelson had built some of the chassis for the class 
that | was in. | wasn't driving one of his chassis but he 
had an interest in the class and | was dominating the 
class so he kept an eye on me and | knew Rick 
Johnson real well, he was suggesting me for the ride 
because they were building a second truck. Herb 
Fishel from GM Motorsports came to an event where 
Ricky won a stadium truck race. | won my race. At that 
point there, Herb told GM and Nelson that they should 
give me a test. | began testing with the team and the 
following season they gave the new truck and | was 
the driver for the new truck. That's when | started dri- 
ving for Chevrolet a partial season in 1993 and the full 
season in 1994. That's when the stadium racing start- 
ed to fizzle out and in 1995 they had me in the SCORE 
series in the desert truck. Then | moved to the SODA 
series in 1997. 

JQ. What prompted the change from successfully 
running the SODA series to one of probably the tough- 
est short track traveling shows (ASA)? 

Jimmie: Гуе always wanted to be in stock car rac- 
ing. Just watching it on television. When | was а kid, | 
had dreams of racing the Indianapolis 500. But, It 
seemed a little too dangerous. l've always wanted to 
race stock cars and as | started to become successful 
under the Chevrolet banner in the stadium (racing), 
and the desert (racing), | started letting them know that 
(stock car racing) was what 1 was interested in. As time 
went on, they started considering it more and more 
and when | hooked up with the Herzog Motorsports 
team to run their SODA truck, it all started unraveling, 
it looked like there was more of an opportunity there for 
me. The Herzog's had some of the same goals, and 
with GM support, the opportunity was going to come 
together. At the end of the 1996 season, Chevrolet put 
a deal together with Bud Given to test me at Kenly, 
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out. Из even better now that we've put a shop up а! 
home so they're there all the time. We don't have any 
full time help with this so when everyone gets done 
with their own jobs, then we work all night long on the 
race cars. The only sleep 1 get is in the truck on the 
way to the races. 

ЧО. It's a good thing you're young and healthy. 

Kevin: Well, l'm feeling a lot older. 

JQ. Walk us through your short track career. 

Kevin: | started in 1980 and we ran LaCrosse and 
the Dells. Pretty much those tracks until 1985 when we 
went to Mobile for one of the KISS races and we 
ended up seventh, | think. We didn't even have a car 
that was close to what they had, but we survived. | 
guess that's one of the things that we've been known 
for is if there's a wreck, somehow 90 percent of the 
time we'll get through it avoiding it. Everyone says ! 
walk around with a horseshoe. But you've got to look 
out in front of your hood, not at the hood pins. 

Right after my uncle was killed, in 1988 we won 
the championship at the Dells and Tomah Sparta and 
when Deery took over LaCrosse, he had the rules a lit- 
tle screwed up and wanted to spend a bunch of money 
changing our tires and at that time | told him, when you 
go Winston Racing Series, then I'll do it. So in 1989 he 
changed it and we ran LaCrosse. We won the Great 
Northern region and won the championship at 
LaCrosse. We won the championship at LaCrosse 
again in 1990, '91, '93 and '95. We won five champi- 
onships and | think we're one or two away from Dick 
Trickle's record for feature wins at LaCrosse. | believe 
that it is 83. 

JQ. Are you still racing the Winston Racing Series 
at LaCrosse or are you concentrating on ASA. 

Kevin: We sold our WRS car. We still have one of 
my old cars that the car owner's son is driving. We 
don't have time to do what we are now. 

JQ. Right now you are second to Jimmie Johnson 
in the rookie points. | assume you not only race the 
field but also race each other and the other rookies. 

Kevin: Yes we do. We're concentrating on Jimmie. 
We're back farther than what we really wanted to be at 
this point, but this is where it's really hard. Jimmie's got 
unlimited funds, and he's also got four or five people 
full time at the shop. That's where it's really hard for us 
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to compete against that. We're definitely trying to get 
back above ground. 

JQ: With eight events gone, you're only 99 points 
behind. That's not what | would call an insurmountable 
barrier. 

Kevin: No its not. Just that now's the time to get 
going. It's like we really started out good and we went 
into a slump. All the other rookies, including Jimmie, 
are getting better. We just got to straighten it out. We 
did a lot of work this week on the car. We're trying to 
get Toby back on the crew. With the first five-six races 
that were down south, it about burned everybody out. 
We never stayed over. We got there in the morning, 
raced and headed right back. They're a great bunch of 
guys but they can't go every weekend. We appreciate 
their family's putting up with it. We're getting fill-in help. 
Thats why we've got Scott Wehrs with us this week- 
end. | knew it was going to be rough but maybe l'm 
getting older. 

JQ: Do you have any aspirations after ASA? 

Kevin: | want to go as far as | can go. One step at 
a time. If | can keep moving ир, I'll do it. | really have to 
thank Ron Schembel and Harlan Mooreheart because 
up until this weekend we haven't had any sponsors 
other than CITGO at LaCrosse and they're kind of foot- 
ing this all themselves. Without them | wouldn't be 
here. 

JQ: Do you have anything you want to say to the 
fans? 

Kevin: Well, to me it's no fun to go out on the race 
track before empty seats. And luckily everywhere 
we've been, it's been standing room only. That's been 
from back in 1989 when LaCrosse opened and there 
weren't a whole lot of people and three-four years later 
it was all people and it was so nice to pull out on the 
race track and know you've got a bunch of people 
watching and you're doing a good job, putting on good 
shows, people racing good together to keep the people 
coming back. 

| have to thank Mom and Dad for letting me do 
this. Dad's getting older where he shouldn't be working 
all the time, but he'll never quit. But l'm putting a lot of 
stress on him as well as on my brothers who are back 
at the farm. But they're behind me a hundred percent. | 


thank them for that.

Adam Petty 


Our family has been racing forever from my great 
grandfather, Lee Petty to Richard then Kyle and then 
me. So | come along here at a pretty good time where 
I'm probably the first fourth-generation driver in racing. 
But we've been around forever. My grandfather 
(Richard) won 200 races, my dad's won nine or ten, 
my great grandfather won 54 and it was just right for 
me to do it. | was bit by the racing bug early in life. | 
started racing go-karts when | was six and ran compet- 
itive go-karts for six years until | was 12. We won some 
go-kart races, but never really won a lot. My dad was- 
n't going to invest a lot of money in a six-year-old 
'cause he didn't know if | was going to take it serious or 
not. When I turned 12, | was just burned out of go-kart 
racing, just open wheel, dirt, getting dirty every 
Saturday and Sunday night. | was just tired of it. So 1 
took four or five months off and got a legends car from 
Felix Sabatis. | started racing that when | was 13 and a 
half or 14 years old and we raced that for a year. We 
won some races in the legends car. And | enjoyed that. 
| learned a lot. It was a big jump from the go-karts to 
the legends horsepower-wise. That was a lot of fun. 
On my 14th birthday, my dad gave me a late model 
stock car chassis. He said when you get it put together 
you can race. Needless to say, two years later we got 
it put together. Once | got the parts for it, he made me 
do it on my own. | had to go out and get the sponsor- 
ship. He gave me the contacts. | had to work the deals, 
| had to write the proposals for it. And once he saw that 
| was dedicated enough to do that, then he started to 
help me. We bought a good motor and we started run- 
ning good. My family has that theory that you don't 
have to stay more than one year in a series. You learn 
enough in the series of the habits that are good to 
carry over in the next series, but when you're learning 
the good habits, you're learning the bad habits, too. 
We all know that late model stock cars, All Pro cars, 
ASA cars all run on bias ply tires, whereas the trucks, 
the Busch cars and the Winston Cup cars all run on 
radials and there's a huge difference. l've tested for my 
dad, l've tested at Rockingham, l've tested at 
Martinsville, Richmond and Charlotte and Talladega

Adam: Yes, | do. | guess the fans were with my 
great grandfather (if they had fans then), | know they 
were with my grandfather, with the way that he carried 
himself, with the way he treated the fans, the way he 
waited around until the last autograph was signed, 
everywhere he went . They've been with my dad, too, 
through thick and thin. Just as long as they stay with 
me, | don't want to get the big head, even if l'm doing 
bad, | don't want to get the big head, because | guess | 
can say l'm in the public's eye a little bit. If | can keep 
my head on my shoulders and do the best | can, | hope 
one day when I'm running Winston Cup and they 
announce my name that everyone around the track will 
scream for Adam Petty, too. But there's an up side and 
a down side to that, too. You know you're liked when 
you get screams, but you know you're good when you 
get boo'ed. | hope | get some boos later on in life, but | 
hope 1 always get the screams, and people ask for an 
autograph and | love signing autographs and talking 
with the fans and doing what | can for the sport. 

JQ: Do you feel any extra presure because of 
being the fourth generation? 

Adam: | don't and that's a big question that's asked 
of me because my family's done so well in the sport. If 
there was pressure on me it would be because of what 
Richard Petty or Kyle Petty put on me but they don't 
put any pressure on me at all. You can't put pressure 
on a 17-year-old that's learning. Maybe when you get 
into Winston Cup, and you're not giving the numbers or 
you're not performing well, then you can put a little 
pressure on them. But my dad and my grandfather 
always say, just do the best you can and give 110% 
and that's what | do everytime | buckle the belts. 
That's all | can do and that's all they can ask for. 
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JQ: Does it make you a little more nervous when 
you know your grandfather or your father is sitting here 
watching you race rather than reviewing it two or three 
days later on television? 

Adam: | think my grandfather makes me a whole 
lot more nervous than my father. My dad's real calm 
and he's always been there for me. My grandfather's 
always been there for me but with a man's who's got 
his type of record, championships and all those wins, 
you can run the best race of your life out there and he's 
going to pinpoint something that you need to work bet- 
ter and you can win by a whole lot farther. They both 
say do the best you can and we always say a prayer 
before we get in the car. 

JQ: What does your great-grandfather say about 
this. 

Adam: My great-grandfather, he's the grumpiest 
old man on the face of the earth right now. He hit 50 
years old and turned grumpy. But we talk to him and 
he asked how l'm doing. He's raced at a lot of these 
places. He didn't race Indianapolis, but he's been a lot 
of the fairgrounds we run. | don't know if he's run at the 
fairgrounds in Wisconsin, but he's run a lot of the 
places where we've run down south, he's been there, 
he helps me a little bit. But as long as he's got those 
golf balls sitting in his front yard and the golf club sit- 
ting there, he'll be all right.

l've been involved in racing since | was eight years 
old. | was working with my uncle John Balerman and 
John Allen for years and years, just being around 
Queen City Speedway. That's been sometime ago. 
(The track has been closed since 1987) | lived right 
across the street from it so that was where | grew up. I 
was there every Thursday and Saturday night for years 
and years, knew everybody who came from there and 
traveled all over. When they closed it, we went travel- 
ing with the mini stock (MSOA) association. | went 
with them for three or four years and bought my own 
car in 1992. We raced Winchester, Salem, all the 
MSOA races around. | think we won 178 races in three 
years, we won seven track championships different 
places, Friday at Kil-Kare in Xenia, Saturday at Shady 
Bowl, Sunday at Winchester and Sunday night at 
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Mount Lawn. So we traveled all over with a couple little 
cars, just me and my wife, and one other guy. Did that 
until "95 and then | drove IMCA modified, won six out of 
10 big races, and got rookie of the year there, and then 
| moved to the NASCAR Slim Jim All Pro Series in '96. 
We run 10 events, | won one, had three top fives, had 
pretty good luck there, just learning, then in '97 we ran 
the whole sea- 
son, won a cou- 
ple races, sat on 
the pole а! 
Louisville, led 
the points all 
year except the 
last two races. 
We lost it at 
Homestead by 
two points. We 
finished every 
race, had the 
highest percent- ER 
age of laps run, Ё. 

we won over $100,000 on kind of a small budget. We 
had Jani King come aboard in 1997 and they've been a 
big backer for us. 

After 97, | decided to go with ASA, teamed up with 
the Doctor (Yale Conley), to try and get some experi- 
ence. l've always been with ASA except when | was 
doing to mini stocks. l've always wanted to run and the 
Doctor gave me the opportunity last year to run twice. | 
drove Tri City and Berlin for him and then drove Salem 
for him and had a chance to win two out of three and | 
ended up breaking and DNF. We decided that after we 
did all we could in All Pro, and 1 want to be in Busch 
and Winston Cup, so does my sponsor, we came to 
ASA because of television, and difficulty of learning the 
cars. These cars groom me to drive a Busch car or a 
Winston Cup car or a super truck. So we decided to 
step over here and try ASA for a year. This year has 
been very difficult for us not as a learning curve, just as 
an organization. We've had a little lack of organization 
and just bad luck. Finished every race but one, but 
we've been lapped every race but two. We actually 
broke centers out of wheels. Why? We found three or 
four different things it could have been. But it put us in 
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the pits for 20 laps at a time. We had good running 
cars, ran seventh at Tri City. Had two electrical prob- 
lems that took us out of the race, put us down 20 laps, 
car wouldn't start one time, another time the car just 
quit at LaCrosse. Had a top three car there and it just 
quit. Fixed it and lost seven laps fixing it, just took over, 
still didn't know what we fixed. At Tri City we led for the 
first time and finished seventh on the lead lap. Tore the 
car all apart and led with no doghouse, and ended up 
finishing seventh with no right front shocks. So that 
was a boost for the team. Then we went to Berlin and 
two laps out of the gate, blew the motor out in practice. 
Never got a lap on the track full throttle. So all day we 
switched the motor and didn't have one lap on Berlin 
and went out and qualified sixth. We came up and 
caught Mike Miller for the lead and just was getting 
ready to pass him and a lapped car spun and | clipped 
him when he came down across and caught him in the 
right front and tore my right front. Lost 20-30 laps in 
the pits fixing that. We had a good positive run, and 
we're building good stamina for what we are doing. 
We're young, we just hired a different guy to be a crew 
chief, he's a young kid so we've got a lot of hopes, 
we've got good equipment, we just have to put it all 
together. 

JQ: What do you think of the teams you're running 
against. Petty, Herzog, and the others that appear to 
be much better financed than most of your regular ASA 
teams. 

Jeff: You're racing against teams like Herzog 
(Howie Lettow ) and Baker Motorsports which has 
been around since | was born. (Used to be Baker 
Motorsports). And Chris Bradley and Adam Petty. 
Adam's a young driver, he's going to be a good driver, 
a decent driver, but we're running against teams that 
have been here for ten or more years where the Doctor 
has been running for 10 years but he's not been com- 
petitive enough to even have things like that. He's run 
some races, run around and tore up some stuff, but if 
you're off just one little thing, you'll miss it, just like a 
Busch car. You don't have a base setup. But these 
other teams get to test, they get their program togeth- 
er, they got four or five guys full time, they get four cars 
done while we're trying to run with three cars and one 
done trying to go back and forth. We have the financial 
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they destroy it, they don't have to build another car, he 
can build that car right there on the ground brand new. 
That's just the way he is. We don't have that kind of 
caliber of people and can't get them. You've got a lot of 
younger guys that want to work on new teams. And to 
train them or organize them is tough. And if we get 
through that, we're going to be okay. 

We try to spend a lot of time with the fans. We're 
here because of them. | spent a lot of time, | just did a 
show for the race sponsor. | stopped over there. Went 
three hours out of our way to spend a lot of time with 
the fans, gave out a lot of cards, | always remember 
standing in line to get an autograph from a driver and 
when you got up to them, if they were (not nice) | didn't 
like them. We do a lot for the fans because we do 
appreciate them coming. Without them sitting up there, 
without them coming to the shows, without them get- 
ting interested in what we do, we can' do this. Fans 
won't be here, sponsors won't be here, the guys can't 
come. So we thank them more than anything for mak- 
ing it possible for us to do this. 

Hopefully we get this luck turned around, we had a 
good run last week, we might get a chance to win a 
couple of races, but at least we were there, top three 
car minimum. We led for the first time, that helped our 
team. We didn't have a doghouse on our car. We're in 
a different field here. If we can get through this night 
and get us a good top finish, l'm here to win it, | didn't 
come here to finish second. 

JQ: This looks like one of the biggest fields ASA 
has had this year. 

Jeff: ASA is down on cars a little bit, the TV has 
hurt them, but it's not that big of a deal. We're still on 
TV, АЗА'$ still got their name. It's always been dream 
of mine to be racing ASA. And the day I'll race ASA 
and do it for a living, a kid that's come from as low you 
can come from in money and nothing and racing ASA 
and getting paid for doing it, it's a dream come true. 
Most kids like me were halftime in jail, tatoos all over 
them, drunk in bars and that's the kind of area | was 
raised it and | never done that and stayed away from it, 
went through school, barely got by, no smart straight A 
student, but | got by and got through there and did 
what | wanted to do. | never lost sight of what | wanted 
to do. l'm a race car driver and | love it and l've loved it 
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since | was born. | sleep, drink and eat it. That's it. 
That's what l've done to get here. Sometimes | have to 
sit back and think, yea, you're right, I'm on national ТУ, 
| do a lot of shows, | do a lot of things and to think | 
never had a dime backing me, or people backing me, 
makes you feel like well, at least all the times we went 
without things makes it worthwhile. 


Peter Cozzolino

Woodbury (CT) native Peter Cozzolino got his first 
chance in an ASA stock car for three starts in 1997, 
but he had decided much earlier that stock car racing 
was where he wanted to be. Getting that first opportu- 
nity and then taking advantage of it is the most recent 
chapter in Cozzolino's racing resume. 

The 28-year-old former sprint car driver has never 
been a person that backs down from a challenge. At 
age 20 he went out on his own to Indiana and eventu- 
ally to ASA. Cozzolino also found the time to get mar- 
ried last year and he and wife Christina moved to 
Kalamazoo (MI) from Indianapolis during the off sea- 
son. The Michigan move was precipitated by his join- 
ing forces with ASA car owners Denny and Teresa 
Crookston. 

Growing up in New England, Peter Cozzolino 
gained his first exposure to motorsports as a spectator 
at Riverside Park Speedway in Agawam (MA). 

"My dad and | saw mostly modified racing," said 
Peter. "It was great with guys like the Bodines, Jeff 
Fuller, Jimmy Spencer and Jerry Nadeau." 

Like many others, running with go-karts as a 
youngster was very influential in convincing Cozzolino 
to continue on in racing. 

"We had a yard kart at first," he remembers. "We 
turned our front yard into a race track. | think | was 
about nine." 

By age 18, Peter Cozzolino was racing in SCCA 
events, primarily the Formula Ford series. He finished 
fourth in the national championships at Road Atlanta in 
1989. He knew then he'd have to head elsewhere to 
chase his dreams. In his mind, the place to be was 
Indianapolis. 
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"If 1 was going racing, | had to go do it," Cozzolino 
said. "Being in Indiana allowed me to get into sprint cars." 

Through a contact, Cozzolino went to work for Jeff 
Gordon's stepfather John Bickford and ran a car out of 
the Pittsboro (IN) shop. He competed at Salem, 
Winchester and IRP. There was even a start in the 
Anderson Speedway Little 500. Ironically, it was a non- 
race related injury that may have pointed him in the 
direction of stock cars. `

"| could-

with a broken shoulder," Peter said. "| went to some 
ASA shows with Brett Bell, who ran his shop out of the 
Bickford facility. | really liked ASA and how competitive 
it was along with that, the cars looked great," 

During the 1996 season, Cozzolino realized it was 
time to learn about the ASA cars. While talking to dif- 
ferent teams, he was able to secure a position with 
Ron Nott's team. The Chris Bradley-led unit was based 
in Grand Rapids (MI) and Cozzolino spent that season 
and the 1997 season working as a crew member on 
the Nott Engineering crew. 

"| changed front tires for them and, in the end, was 
basically a chassis man. | learned a ton," 
he said. "Those two years allowed me to get the deal 
for this 1998 season." 

Cozzolino had a timetable and by the 1997 ASA 
season, he wanted a chance in a car. Ron Nott afford- 
ed him that opportunity through some assistance from 
McDonald's. Indianapolis McDonald's franchise 
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owner/operator Jim Props and his wife Teri were 
among those people instrumental in helping Peter. 
They remain as key proponents in his 1998 efforts. 

There were four races that Peter Cozzolino 
attempted in 1997. The Trak Auto 200 at The 
Milwaukee Mile, saw a huge bad break. An accident on 
the last lap of practice damaged the car beyond repair 
for qualifying and ended his chances to run the next 
day. He also competed at Peach State, Jennerstown 
and was sixth-quick in qualifying at IRP. 

"| was real happy to get the chance," said 
Cozzolino. "The Notts gave me a good car to run." 

Regarding the rookie battle, Cozzolino says, "I 
believe we're on a level playing field. Everybody has 
the cars, motors and | think we're all pretty close on 
experience. It should come down to a little bit of luck 
and how fast the individuals gain on their learning 
curves."

with jet skis. He was a reg on a series known as 
the IJSBI. They raced at Seaside Park in New Jersey 
and at a waterpark in Englishtown (NJ). 

"| still have both of my race skies," says Doeler. 
"But | haven't been on them in about a year and a half. 
| did that for almost eight years until the youth of today 
was coming on and | just couldn't keep up." 

Doeler left competitive jet-ski racing and raced 
heavy stock go-karts for one year. From there the 
desire to compete on a much higher level became the 
top priority for Doeler. He sold a house and suddenly 
had the necessary collateral to move his career ahead. 

"| started with the Buck Baker Racing School," said 
Doeler. "Initially | had done three of their advanced 
school classes with Randy Baker. l'm still to this day an 
on-call instructor for them." 

The Baker School conducts classes at 
Rockingham, Atlanta and Richmond. 

Many would-be racers have found that the differ- 
ence between a driving school and live race competi- 
tion is dramatic. Doeler left the Baker school and pur- 
sued oval-track racing with the Allison Legacy Series. 
It proved to be a relatively easy task for the 32-year- 
old. He finished second and third in the point standings 
of the nationally-touring series through two consecutive 
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seasons. There were 10 poles, 12 victories and 30 top- 
five finishes. The timing was obvious to move on to 
other challenges. 

Owner Lawrence Wittmer and Doeler first came to 
an ASA event at the 1997 Florida 300 at Five Flags 
Speedway in Pensacola. 

"Lawrence did some research into ASA," Doeler 
recalls, "and we spoke with Noah Yoder about costs 
and the series in general. It looked like the place we 
wanted to be." 

Doeler ran a borrowed car at the 1997 North 
Carolina SweetPotato 400. He was able to complete 
369 laps and finish 20th. 

"We ran decent with a patchwork crew," Doeler 
said. "The experience told us that if we had our own 
car and equipment we might be able to get something 
done here (in ASA)." 

The 1998 ASA ACDelco Challenge Series saw the 
formation of a new team known as 21 Racing 
Motorsports. The number 21 comes from team owner 
Lawrence Wittmer's construction company. 

The first four events of 1998 resulted in finishes 
outside of the top 15, and Danny Doeler admits the 
team is on a "learning curve." 

"It has been rough going," Doeler said. "We bought 
Rick Miller's (part-time ASA driver) second car and 
have been working with Pennsylvania's Ray Baker on 
our engine. We bought three motors with the car and 
also have a brand new crew." 

With the 1998 ASA season set to embark on six 
races in five weeks (starting with Orange County), 
Doeler believes the time is right to make a competitive 
statement. 

"We really think if we can get our package togeth- 
er, we're gonna win a race. Out goals are to finish in 
the top-10 in points." 

The team has lofty goals for a driver of such limited 
experience. 

Considering that Doeler is racing in ASA because 
someone answered a newspaper ad, it doesn't seem 
that difficult to imagine that "lightning could strike" 
again.

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The ASA ACDelco Challenge 
Series and ACDelco 


The story of the American Speed Association is 
truly a symbol of the "Great American Dream," as one 
family and a team of supporters have evolved from the 
local racing scene into a nationally-touring champi- 
onship stock car circuit - the ACDelco Challenge 
Series. 

Series founder Rex Robbins' initial dream was to 
own a race track. In the early 1960s Robbins owned 
and sponsored local race teams before the opportunity 
arose in 1968 to purchase Sun Valley Speedway (now 
Anderson Speedway) in central Indiana. Although he 
made an offer on the track, the speedway's owner 
encouraged Robbins to start out promoting races to 
learn the business. A simple suggestion gave birth to 
the American Speed Association. 

From local late models and sprint car bookings in 
Anderson, Robbins' dream developed further and ASA 
went from local to regional to national in just four 
years. ASA's first nationally-sanctioned event of what 
is now known as the ACDelco Challenge Series was 
held in November of 1972 and was won by Darrell 
Waltrip. 

Some have dubbed ASA as the "Field of Dreams" 
due to its reputation for launching the career of some 
of today's top NASCAR Winston Cup superstars. 
Drivers like Mark Martin (1978, 1979, 1980 & 1986 
ASA National Champion), Rusty Wallace (1983 ASA 
National Champion), Dick Trickle (1984 & 1985 ASA 
National Champion), and Johnny Benson (1993 ASA 
National Champion). Others who have passed through 
ASA on their way to national stardom include Kenny 
Wallace (1986 ASA National Rookie of the Year), 
Butch Miller (1987, 1988 and 1994 ASA National 
Champion), Ted Musgrave (1987 ASA National Rookie 
of the Year), Bobby and Davey Allison, and the late 
Alan Kulwicki (five career ASA victories).
